WASHINGTON, D. C., Nov. 17.—It now 
seems probable that the Government will 
again become the victim of the gold-bond 
game. The drain on the reserve has begun 
at an alarming rate, and if it should be 

ontinued until the date fixed for the open- 
te of the bids fdr the new loan sufficient 
gold will have been withdrawn to pay the 
first installment. 

It would seem from the experience of the 
Treasury since the circular was issued that 
the banks and trust companies are not 30 
willing to sacrifice their stock of gold to re- 
plenish the reserve as they were repre- 
sented to the Presidnt to be before a bond 
issue was decided upon. No less than $1,- 
07,00 in gold was taken out of the Sub- 
treasuries yesterday on the tender of coin 
notes, and the bulk of it was withdrawn at 
‘New York. This brings the aggregate of 
gold lost by the Treasury since Tuesday up 
to $1,500,000. The gold reserve balance stood 
at the close of business yesterday at $61,- 
000,000, only a slight pages ve since Thurs- 
day. But yesterday’s withdrawals do not 
figure in this total. The Government con- 
tinues to gain at the mints on the offers of 
gold for coinage, but the increase from this 
gource cannot keep pace with the with- 
drawals. Not a dollar has been taken out 
for export, so that it is clear that the pur-

Starving Wretches at Walhalla 
Hall Fought for Bread. 


Beenes Accompanying a Distribution 
of Food in New York. 


RITIAELE CONDITION OF THE CLOAK- 
MAKERS HOW ON STRIKE. 


Reduced te the Last Ditch of Starvation, 
but They Still are Brave and Swear 
They Will Gtick It Ont—Dernier 
Ressert Prepesed by One Young Man 
—He Weuld Eat His Shees tf Neees- 
sary. 


NEw Yorx, Nov, 17,—Several hundred 
loaves of Dread were distributed yesterday 
among those of the striking cloakmakers 
who were in need of fond. A vacant store at 
112 Ludlow street was rentedanda wagon- 
load of bread was carried there. A rough 
wooden paling was put aeround it, The 
famished strikers focked around the loaves 
in such numbers that all the bread was gone 
ina few minetes. Sarah Finkelstein, chair- 
manof the woman's braach of the Cloak- 
makers’ Wnion, superintended the distrfdu- 
tion. . 

Elias Fried of No, 147 Bssex street, a manu- 
facturer who employs union men, sent 100 
loaves of bread to the Dasement of Walhalla 
Hall early thie morning. The dark and foal. 
smelling basement was crowded with miser-, 
able men who had spent the night there. The 
atmosphere was stifiing. There was no Yen- 
tilation, andthe air in the place tad been 
breathed and rebreathed by sleepers for 
several days. ' 

When the 100 loaves arrived they were with 
difficulty unloaded from a wagon,s0 eager 
were the men to lay hands uporntkem. The 
half starved men struggled with each other 
to get atit. They yelled like madmes, and 
che distributing committee tried in vain to 
quiet them. Soon another 100 loaves arrived, 
and alsoa barrel of herrings, which some 
kind-hearted fishmonoger in Hester street 
hed sent. The men devoured the bread 


like famished Beasts. The married mven 
were each allowed to take a loaf home. 
David Storm madeaspeechto the 600 men 
who flocked to the hall.

The reports from the Sub-treasury have 
caused the “‘reasury officials fresh anxiety. 
It ‘had been expected on the assurances 
from New York bankers that no large de- 
mands would be made on the gold reserve, 
and that the net gold realized from the 
bond issue would be much larger than that 
secured by the Treasury loan.

Armed with a determination to probe the 
matter to the bottom if possible and see 
wheter there was absolutely anything 
that could be of use, a visit was paid to 
the row by a correspondent and 
the women from» Nineteenh and Twen- 
tleth streets were interviewed. At first 
they would say nothing except to hoot at 
the theory that it was the Macquereaux. 
The California women, in a way, backed 
up that theory, but not a French or 
American woman on the row believes any- 
thing of the kind gand loudly say so. 

One woman was found who started the 
reporter on a clew that had been hinted at 
heretofore, but nothing further than hear 
Say could be obtained, and but a very 
poor description of the man could be ob- 
tained. This woman again inquired about 
that flower, and asked why they did not 
run down the giver of that token. Closer in- 
quiry followed to find out what she knew 
about it, and a tangible clew was obtained 
that seemed to start a thread of circum- 
stances to unravel. Whether there is 
enough to convict a man behind them re- 
mains to be seen, but it is quite probable 
that there is enough to start on,and beyond 
a doubt a stronger chain than that upon 
which Richard Demady and Charles Chal- 
loup were held. 

For the past two years there has been a 
German living in Denver who seems to 
have a mania for women. This man for- 
merly worked at one of the hotels, and is 
described as being of medium height, sandy 
hair and a reddish mustache. He is a pe- 
cullar person and is heavy set. Among the 
women of the row he is described as 

queer. During the past two years he 
has paid the Market street disrict regular 
periodical visits, and nearly every time has 
carried flowers to some of the inmates of 
the row.

WILLING TO HELP FROM HIS PRIVATE 
MEANS TO PUNISH THE RASCALS. 


First Meeting of the Se-Called Citizens’ 
Safety Cemmittee—Mr, Nathan Cole 
Chesen Temperary Chairman—$20,- 
000 te Be Rained te Punish Fraud. 


Gov. Stone came down from Jefferson 
City last evening, and during the day list- 
ened to the statements of various persons 
as to the possible results of the present 
agitation for the opening of the ballot 
boxes. When requested to outline his 
policy with regard to these proposed con- 
tests, the Governor declined on the ground 
that he had no satisfactory proof of the 
commission of frauds. He had, he said, 
heard a vast deal about false registration, 
disfranchisement, repeating, false tally- 
ing and the like, but all the charegs were 
of vague and general character. He was 
anxious to get at the facts—all the facts— 
connected with any frauds that may have 
been committed in the election; and to 
expend his private means in procuring able 


legal assistance in going to the bottom of 
such an investigation. He would not be 
satisfied with a partial inquiry, or one af- 
fecting® only a few petty officers of elec- 
tion, or minor offices, but he would aid in 
every way in his power, any effort to fer- 
ret out and punish wrong-doing in 
high places; or by responsible officials or 
election officers. He thought a thorough 
investigation and punishment of the of- 
fenses so vaguely charged would clear the 
political atmosphere and make repetitions 
of those offenses perilous for the future; 
but he wished to inform himself of the 
facts, and to take counsel of all those who 
are conversant with the situation in St. 
Louis before accepting as true any of the 
charges of crimes hinted at in the public 
prints, or deciding upon any policy rela- 
tive to them. He stated that he would 
give his views and an outline of his policy 
to the public as soon as he had anything 
tangible to offer. 

The Governor's language and mdnner in- 
dicated that he is taking the liveliest in- 
terest in. all questions growing out of the 
election in St. Louis,

The action o 
the St. Louis millers is said to be purely 
individual, and is taken at this time be+ 
cause their orders are practicaly filled, 
and there is no chance for further demand 
or sale. The Stanard St. Louis mill, the 
Goddard mills and the Regina milis are 
already closed down, the Plant mils and 
the Kehbor Bros. mill will close to-night 
and the Victoria mills will close in two or 
three days. 

‘The action of the Northwestern millers 
has nothing whatever to do with us,”’ said 
Alex. Smith of the Victoria Milling Co. 
‘The action is taken individualy, and be- 
cause the conditions of the market will 
not warrant us in grinding any more flour. 
Freights have advanced 22 cents a hundred,

_ entirely stopped and at 8:30 Dr. D. \', Tot- 
_ Man pronounced him Iifeless. At his bed- 
_ glide at- the time, of his death were three 
physicians and about twenty members of 
the local sporting fraternity. Fitzsimmons 
when informec of his death was much af- 
fected and burst into sobs. The Coroner 
was notified of his death at 8:45. Fitgsim- 
mons has been locked up awaiting the avtion 
' of the Coroner. 
FITZ KNOCKED OUT. 
Immediately after the Rior€anm incident 
“James Dunfee, a local sparrer, put on the 
gloves fora two-round set-to with Fitzsim- 
mons. Inthe second round Dunfee landed a 
right-hand blow on Fitzsimmons’ jaw, re- 
sulting in a clean knock-down, the frst, 
Fitzsimmons declares, he was ever given. 
He was so dazed when he regained his feet 
that he cou'd rot see Dunfee’s hand 
when it was extended at the call of time. 
Fitz,in his anxiety for poor Riordan. became 
carless tn his go with Dunfee, who, catching 
him off his guard, landed aterrible blow. 
Fitz then steadied up ana kept his man busy 
The unfortunate affair happened at 11:39 
last niehtin Jacob’s Theater. Capt. Glor!. 
Fitgsimmons’ manager, claims Riordan had 
been drinking all afternoon, and that when 
he went on the stage fon the bout with 
**Tanky Bob’’ he was in an intoxicated con- 
@ition. In the first round, after the men 
had been at it for a few min- 
utes, Bob sent in a right-hander 
and caught Riordan squarely on tke chin. 
He did not fall to the floor from the force of 
the blow, but sank siowly untill he meas- 
ured his leneth on the stage. Physicians 
were instantly summoned and two of them 
worked over Riordan for two hours and a 
half, with applications{of electricity, with- 
out being able to resto:.e him to conscious- 


ness, 

A consultation of physicians was called at 
lo’clock, and they declared that uaniass the 
man returned to consciousress in a short 
time there could be slight hopes of his re- 
covery. Dr. ‘otman, the physician who at. 
tended Donovan, the pugilist who was killed 
in a fight with Dunfee, the man who floored 
Fitzsimmons here, wasoneof the council, 
and he expressed the opinion that Riordan 
would die. 

Fiizsimmons was taken to police head- 
quarters at 2 o’clocs. He seemed in low 
spirits at the outcome of the accident, and 
implored the officers that he be not required 
to go to the beside of the dying man. hen 
explaining the fight to the police 
he saii that Riordan wasonly ‘‘taking his 
eveninu nap’’ and that he tkought he would 
come out all right. Be said Riordan has 
been drinking a good Gea! fora long time.

He 
attracted attention at ‘Frisco Whiie box- 
ing with Jim Corbett, Joe Choynski and 
Joe McAuliffe, when fighting frst gota hold 
there. When Pet-r Jackson first came East 
Riordan was brougkt along as his sparring 

rtner. Un this tour the pair received 
heir introduction in pugilistic centers, east 
of the Rocky Mountains.

MONICIPAL TAX REFORM. 


To the official mind thereare only two 
methods of raising the money necessary 
for the completion of that monument of 
official short-sightedness and incompe- 
tence, the half-finished City Hall. One is 
by an issue of bondsandthe other by a 
special tax or an increase in the rate of 
taxation, 

But the City Hall problem is only a part 
of a great problem now confronting this 
city with regard to raising the revenue 
necessary for public improvements and 
growing needs. Makeshilts, such as bond 
issues and special taxes, only postpone 
the main issue and add to the difficulties 
of the final straightening of our municipal 
business. 

The truth 1s that the taxation of this city 
needs thorough overhauling and radical 
reforms. Ii the assessments were properly 
and justly made on the basis of market 
values there would probably be no need of 
an increase in the rate of taxation to ob- 
tain adequate revenue, and reform in the 
methods of collection would render the re- 
lief more effectual. 

But the objection which meets aJl prop- 
ositions for raising assessments or increas- 
ing the tax rate is that St. Louis now pavs 
more than her share of State revenue, and 
anincrease would make the city’s con- 
tribution still more disproportionate and 
would bein the nature of a tax for the 
benefit of the rest of the State. It would 
relieve the counties of State burdens at 
the expense of this city. 

The interests of the city demand a di- 
vorce of municipal and State taxation. St. 
Louis isa new city with greatly enlarged 
needs. It has outgrown its old resources 
and antiquated methods. The city should 
be enabled to raise revenue for increased 
expenditures and necessary improve- 
ments without assuming nearly all the 
burden of State government, 

The municipal revenue system should be 
reformed on a basis which will mest the 
demands ofa greatcity. But the difficul- 
ties of municipal government would not 
now be one-half so pressing if the au- 
thorities enforced the honest collection of 
revenues and disposed of franchise privi- 
leges for the benefit of the people instead 
of for the benefit of franchise grabbers.

“Six to ten thousand persons met such 
a fate as even the darkest ages of darkene:l 
Africa hardly. witness, for there women 
and tender babes might at least have had a 
chance for a life of slavery, while here 
woman and innocence were but a 
mockery before the cruel lust that ended 
its debauch by stabbing women to death 
with the bayonet, while tender babes were 
impaled with the same weapon on their 
dead mothers’ breasts, or perhaps seized by 
the hair to have their heads lopped off with 
the sword. 

“In one place, 3) or 400 women, after be- 
ing reed ta serve vile purposes by the 
merciless soldiery, were hacked to pieces by 
sword and bayonet in the valley below. 

“In another place some 20 weeping an: 
walling women begged for compassion, fall- 
ing at the commander's feet, but the blood- 
thirstywretch,after ordering their violation, 
directed his soldiers to dispose of them in a 
similar way. 

‘In another place some sixty young brides 
and the more attractive girls were crowde:i 
into a church, and, after violation, were 
slaughtered, and human gore was soon 
flowing from the church door. 

“At another place still, a large company, 
under the lead of their priest, fell down be- 
fore them, begging for compassion, and 
averring that they had nothing to do with 
the culprits.. But all to no purpose; ail 
were called to another place and the pro- 
posal was made to attractive women to 
deny their faith and their lives would be 
spared. They said: ‘Why should we deny 
Christ? We are no more than*those (point- 
ing to the mangled forms of their hus- 
bands and brothers). Kill us, too.’ And 
they did so.

STAR OF BETHLEHEM. 


They Are Very 


Seme Speculations Cencerning It by 
Camille Flammarion. 


From the Deutsch Revue. 


Some time ago various newspapers of Eu- 
rope and America contained the startling 
intelligence that the star which guided the 

Wise Men’’ would again appear. This 


| Star was connected with that celebrated 


one which, 318 years ago, suddenly disap- 
peared from the constellation of Cassi- 
opia, and it was found that this star of 
1572 had peoviouny appeared in the years 
1264 and , and, if counted back, must 
have appeared in the year of the birth of 
Christ. If these facts were well estab- 
lished, we must certainlyexpect the star to 
appear again in our days. We should then 
see a new body in the heavens, entirely un- 
like any fixed star, to be seen in full day- 
light, which would in a short time again 
disar pear. Every astronomer in recent 
times has asked hundreds of questions on 
this subject. Is it true that the Star of 
Bethlehem will again appear? Is it peri- 
odical? Is its place in the sky appointed? 
The next question is,What really’ happened 
in 1672? 

It was a few months after St. Bartholo- 
mew’'s Night, Tycho Brahe, the great ob- 
server of those days, tells us that: “One 
evening, as I was watching the heavens in 
my accustomed manner, I saw, to my great 
astonishment, in the constellation of Cassi- 
opela, a brilliant star of unusual clear- 
ness.”” This was on Nov. Il, 1572. Three days 
before. the star had been seen by Corne- 
lius Gemma, who spoke of it as “‘this new 
Venus.”” In December of the same year its 
lustre began to wane; and in March, 1574, it 
had entirely disappeared, leaving no trace. 
As to the stars of 945 and 1264, we have no 
authority except that of the Bohemfan as- 
trologer, Cyprian Lowitz. No historian 
mentions them, and the Chinese chroni-

the time of its greatest splendor. (@.) It 
was a veriodical star like that of 1572. 

The phenomenon was occasioned by a con- 
junction of planets. (.) It was a comet. 
Of these assumptions the most probable is 
the second. That it was a periodical star 
is scarcely likely, for Ptolemy and Ma- 
tuan-lin would have spoken of it. The 
fourth statement was suggested in 1826 by 
the German astronomer Ideler, and repeat- 
ed by Ercke in 1831. In the year 3 B. C. 
there were conjunctions of the planets 
Jupiter, Mars and Saturn on Nay 29, Sept. 
3 and Dec. 5, but on none of these days 
were the planets nearer together than a 
degree, so that the Wise Men must have 
been very near-sighted to take them for 
one star. The fifth assumption is also not 
to be considered, for people already knew 
how to distinguish a comet from other stars 
and, besides, we have no knowledge of a 
comet at that time. For all these reasons 
we have not the least occasion to expect 
the return of the Star of Bethlehem at the 
close of our century. And even if such a 
star should appear, it would simply be the 
twenty-sixth such case observed in histori- 
cal times, and the interest attached to it 
would be purely astronomical.

Most people will be surprised to learn that 
the hearts of birds are far heavier, pro- 


portionately than the hearts of animals, 
including man, but a little explanation will 
show that this is quite natural. The more 
the body works, the’greater the demand 
upon the heart, upon which falls the duty 
of driving the blood through he body; hence 
the heart develops and becomes heavier. 
Everybody knows that birds are among #he 
most active and hard working of living 
creatures. The swallow can overtake an 
express train, the falcon will carny a load 
weighing three pounds high in the air with- 
out hindrance to its power of flight or its 
speed; in short, they have a tremendous ca- 
pacity for work. 

The celebrated ornithologist, , Marey, 
States that a seagull weighing 1% pounds is 
capable of performing in one second work 
equivalent to raising a weight of 9 pounds 
one yard high; a man weighing 130 pounds, 
to be equal to the seagull, would have to 
lift 780 pounds one yard high in one sec- 
ond. If a man becomes an athlete or carries 
heavy loads his heart grows proportion- 
ately. No wonder, therefore, that the 
hearts of our active feathered friends are 
strikingly heavy as compared with the bulk 
of their bodies. 

The average weight of the human heart 
in normal circumstances is 6-1,000 of the 
total weight of the body. Dr. Carl Parrott 
has lately weighed the hearts of various 
animals and birds, and has found the aver- 
ages to be as follows, as compared with the 
ing the one thousandth part of the total 
weight: Pig, 4.52; ox, 4.59; sheep, 6.01; horse, 
6.31. (The domestic animals thus come 
fairly close to man.) The wild roebuck has 
an exceedingly heavy heart, 11.5. 

Most birds are a long way ahead of ani- 
mals. The carrier pigeon comes at 12.25: 
the common sparrow, 16.22; the hobby (an 
extremely active ae of falcon), 16.98: 
and the song thrush, 25. The heart of the 
last named is thus five times heavier than 
—_ fay man in comparison with the total 
weight.

over the facial muscles has been done, 
then comes the task of using those mus- 
cles to express emotions. The prelimi- 
nary work is not trifling. Every woman 
who aspires to have a truly expressive 
smile must relax her jaws. She must 
take her face in ther hande, knead it, 
raise and lower her jaws, move her 
jaws from side to side, move her lips, 


her eyebrows and,.in fact, every particle 


of her face. Then she must go through 
with al the raising and lowering and 
the wagging from side to side without 
the aid of her hands. “When her face is 
in such a condition that she can relax 
it at a second’s notice, she is ready to 
proceed with the work of learning to 
smile. 

One smiles, as Miss Swayze points out, 
with the whole face. The eyes, eye- 
‘brows, nose and mouth must act in uni- 
son or a pitiful travesty on a real smile 
is the result. It is more incorrect to 
wear walking shoes with a tulle gown 
than to mix the different expressions. 
The impropriety of wearing an expression 
of undisturbed repose in the eyes while 
the nose was engaged in showing sup- 
pressed temper, the jaws prostration and 
the lips joy can readily be seen, even by 
the uninitiated. And yet this is possible 
to one who has arrived at that stage of 
Delsarte culture which renders it pos- 


than the physical or emotional. When 
they are partly closed and the brows are 
neither raised nor Jowered, grief, fatigue 
and subjective attention are denoted. 
When the eyes are normally open and 
the brows raised, then the beholder 


“should know that he is being treated with 


disdain or heard with incredulity. When 
the eyes are wide open and the brows 
raised, horror or at ieast great astenish- 
ment is the feeling denoted. When the 


eyes are partly closed and the brows 
raised, contempt and superciliousness are 
denoted. Eyes normally open, with brows 


| contracted, show sullenness. Eyes partly 


closed, with brows contracted, express 
either suppressed temper or concentra- 
tion. Eyes wide open, with brows con- 
tracted, denote defiance. 

Now the expressions of the nose that 
ought to accompany these varying ex- 
= of the eye in order to preserve 

armony are as follows: In exultation 
or excitement the nostrils are slightly 
expanded. In a state of suppressed tem- 
per the nostrils are contracted. Intense 
scorn is expressed by nostrils lifted and 
expanded. Irritation is shown by havin 
the radial muscles of the nose contracte 
and nostrils normal. Cruelty shows the 
nostrils contracted, with the radia] mus- 
cles also contracted. 

But the lips, which are after all the 
main feature in smiles, have twelve pos- 
sible expressions. They may be normally 
closed, denoting undisturbed repose, or 
relaxed and slightly parted, showing sus- 
pense and expectation, or relaxed, parted 
and with corners drawn down, denotin 
prostration or grief, The lips relaxed, 
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young woman should enter society with- 
out having the technique of the smile at 
her command. Without it she may some 
day draw up her lips while her eyes are 
contracted suspiciously, and so, instead 
of expressing pleasure, she will show 
cunning. Her nostrils expanded may be 
at che temper, while her parted, up- 
turned lips may be striving to show joy- 
ful astonishment. It is better to study 
Delsarte, to knead, relax, decompose, 
wag, shake, nod, recompose and learn 
many tables than to have the expressions 
co face continually belying one an- 
other,

The Atlantic is strewn with wrecks. 
Dismasted, with decks awash or floating 
bottom upward, the ocean ‘steamers 
come upon them unawares. 

They are invisible at night. Loaded 
with hewn timber and waterlogged, they 
form solid, heavy masses whose impact 
staggers the stoutest ship. 

The chart issued by the Hydrographic 
Office for November Calls attention to the 
extracrdinary number of these derelicts. 
They are now more numerous than ever 
before, the severe gales of September 


ocean swell, a menace to every passing 


ship. 


But it is the large group of derelicts 
lying right in the pathway of the trans- 
atlantic steamers that most alarms the 
mariners, who have been living for 
weeks past in daily expectation of news 
of some terrible disaster as a result of 
collision with these most dangerous of 
all dangers of the ocean. 

This large family of derelicts Hes a 
little east of the Banks of Newfound- 
land, and about one-third the nid across 
the ocean. They are so numerously gath- 
ered inthe transatlantic routes that it is 
difficult to see how ships can avoid hit- 
ting them. 

They are all the wrecks of large ships, 
some of which have been afloat for more 
than a year after drifting thousands of 
miles. e Gulf Stream and other ocean
